On Friday eight, the 20th inst., 
there assemhled, in the Standard 
Theatre, a very large audience to wit- 
ness the entertainment given bj the 

students of the Deaf-Mule School. 
As one gentleman remarked "the elite 

of Vancouver were there together 
with a good sprinkling of us common 

folk," together with the additional re- 
mark that every congregation, Catho- 
lic and Protestant were represented 
by I he presence of pastor and people, 
will convey a correct idea ol the 

gathering, and also show the keen in- 
terest taken in the work hy the people 
of Vancouver. That the school is 
worthy (he interest, and sympathy of 
all was fully shown by the indication 
of the work accomplished in it Rev. 
.1. R, Thompson, D.D., president of 

the Hoard of Trustees, was elected 
chairman, and opened (lie proceedings 
shortly after eight o'olock with a neat 
speech, in which he cave a brief 
history of deaf-mute education in this 
Territory. He also referred in high 
terms to' director, Professor Watson, 

who, with his estimable wife, has done 
so much towards bringing the school 

to its present high standard, and who, 

by his gentlemanly demeanor, his en- 
thusiasm in the work, anil his lone; ex- 
perience has not only elevated the 
Standard intellectually, bat has se- 
cured for the deaf a recognition of 

their abilities by the outside world. 

Prof. Watson then came forward and 

before proceeding with the examina- 
tion gave tin' audience, in well chosen 

words, a brief insight Into tin' char- 
acteristics of the deaf , tin' difficulties 

to he overcome in educating them, 
and (he results and advantages aris- 
ing from an education. The aim was, 
he said, to make them good self-sup- 
port ing, law abiding citizens, and I his 

would he accomplished. The expen- 
diture by the Territory would he am- 
ply returned by the results of the la- 
bour of this class, which otherwise 
would he a, burden. Going hack to 

early times, Professor Watson sketch- 
ed the condition of deaf-mutes, which 

was indeed deplorahle, they being con- 
sidered without any rights whatever. 
A bright day dawned for them when 

OOd Al.he de PEpee, a Catholic 
priest of France, early in the 1 8th 
century struck hy the intelligent ap~ 

pearanoe of some deaf-mutes under- 
took their education and hy his suc- 
cess demonstrated to the world the 
capabilities of this class to take an ac- 
tive share in its duties. Upon his 
system is based the scientific system 
or signs, and the name of Abbe <\r 
I'Epce is especially rc\ ere.

ami girls watched for t he words, and 
eagerness with which they repeated 
them or wrote them on the hoard hore 
testimony lo the ability of their teach 
er, Mrs. Watson, and brought forth 
rounds of applause from audience. 
The spoken sentences and the oral 
rendering of the Lord's prayer are also 
in ■ of special mention, because 
of the sweetness and distinctness of 
their utterances hy a little girl.
